Penicillin From 


Mushrooms 


A mushroom that produces peni- 
cillin “in far greater quantities than 
the method used by British and 
American scientists” has been dis- 
covered by a Spanish doctor, accord- 
ing to the Madrid Arriba yesterday. 

He is Dr. Ramon Uriosite Otermi, 
who says that, owing to the impossi- 
hility of applying his penicillin in 
the form of injections, he manufac- 
tured 2,000 tubes of penicillin 
pomade which proved extremely 
successful in all cases.—(Reuter.)

but economic. Financial and 
currency agreements are either 
already in force or under discussion.

Before the Prime Minister and 
Mr. Eden leave Paris they will dis- 
cuss other problems with members 
of the French Government, includ- 
ing the re-equipping of the French

future of the Saar and Rhineland in 
their relation to France’s eastern 
frontiers. 


THE INVITATION 


The British Government on 
Saturday formally invited the Pro- 
visional Government of France to 
appoint a representative to join, as 
soon as possible, in the work of 
the European Advisory Commission 
in London, said a British Foreign 
Office announcement on Saturday 
night. 

“The British Government are 
agreed with the Government of the 
United States and the Government 
of the Soviet Union,” said the 
announcement, “in wishing to see 
a representative of France become 
a full and permanent member of 
the Commission.” 

Stressing the need for a Franco- 
British entente, General de Gaulle, 
at the luncheon in honour of Mr. 
Churchill, paid eloquent tribute to 
the great debt which France and 
the world owed Britain for her 
stand in 1940, and referred to the 
British as “ that noble people whom 
Winston Churchill is leading with 
him towards the heights of one of 
the greatest glories in the history 
of the world.” is 

More than 100,000 Parisians on 
Saturday greeted Mr. Churchill on 
his first visit to the French. capital 
since the momentous days of the 
battle of France. ; 

In the morning Mr. Churchill 
and General de Gaulle laid wreaths 
on the Unknown Soldier's tomb.
